He had set out the Snyder, probably the 
hardiest of the blackbenies, but it hac 
killed down with the otheis. lie behevec 
thit the bushes should be allowed to gnm 
without fall pruning, 
i ney could then be 


laid over without danger of breaking and 
covered. In ihe spnng the bushes could 
be shortened and the growing of lateral 
branches encouraged. He thought that 
the policy we should idopt in growing 
eilhef raspbeiries or blackbe.lies was to 
select the best kinds and plant ihem, cov- 
eimg them invariably m the winter, wilh- 
out paying attention to the stalernrms 
made touching the hardiness of any vari- 
ety. No blackberry or raspbei ry would go 
through our winters uninjured, and as we 
must bury our bushes we might as well 
setect only the besl. Mr. C,olburn ex- 
plained at length his views respecting ihe 
besl method of planting blackbemes, and 
thought that while mulching was a good 
thing it would seriously interfere wilh im- 
gallon. He ihoughl mat a limited number 
of plants could be cultivated well by heavy 
mulching and ihen sprinkling them by 
means of a hose during the summer.
